It is a rather extraordinary fact, to which 
Gen. Knapp incidentally called attention, 
that all the avowed candidates for this nom- 
ination are from the West. Blaine is nota 
candidate, Depew has not yet decided 
what to do, William Walter Phelps, 
though having New Jersey solidly at his 
back, is not acandidate in earnest, while 
Committeeman Fessenden says the Connect- 
icut delegation will Monday decide about 
putting Senator Hawley’s name in. As for 
Hiscock it is generally agreed by the New- 
Yorkers that his name will not be presented, 
though stranger things have happened. Platt 
and Hiscock are warm friends, and if the 
convention should reach the dark-horse class 
Hiscock’s name had better be borne in mind. 
According toGen. Knapp the New-Yorkers 
are not full of coufidence that whomsoever 
they decide on will be nominated. “I can 
see a half-dozen contingencies which might 
defeat the choice of New York,” said he. I 
asked Gen. Knapp what he thought of this 
talk of Blaine. He said: “New York is a 
Blaine State. Two-thirds of our delegates 


are of the same mind. But we have given 


question. It is ridiculous to talk of the other 
candidates uniting in a request for his nomi- 
nation. That is not human nature.“ 


Thus the drift is more and more toward the 
West. A general remark is that the West is 
to furnish the candidate and New York is 
to pick him. Probably the Alger men were 
most encouraged yesterday. They believe 
Platt is getting ready to throw New York 
for their candidate, and were talking that 
rather freely in the hotels yesterday after- 
noon. Gen. Alger’s business friends from 
Detroit took good care to see and labor with 
the few New York men who have arrived. 
No one seems to know just what the ev- 
dence is of New York’s intention to go for 
Alger, and the New-Yorkers now here 
say the question has not been decided, 
and will not be decided until Monday 
night. Judge Gresham’s supporters also 
claimed to have good news. There is a be- 
lief that the Pacific coast will turn to Gresh- 
am after its representatives satisfy them- 
selves Blaine is finally out of the race. Gov. 
Warmoth of Louisiana says there are Gresb- 
am votes in that delegation, though at pres- 
ent Sherman has a majority. Warmoth isja 
warm admirer of Gresham. William Pitt 
Kellogg says Sherman will have ten votes 
from Louisiana. A remark made by Gen. 
Clayton indicates how much anxiety there is 
about the vote of the New York delegation. 
He said Gresham’s chances would be the best 
in the field if he could get a large 
vote out of New York. The Gresham 
men were inclined to be jubilant over 
some reports which they had received from 
Pennsylvania. The claim is renewed that 
after the first ballot Gresham will get one- 
half of the votes from that State. Should the 
Sherman column go ‘to pieces nearly all of 
Peunsyivania‘would have a Gresham ten- 
dency. Missouri does not seem to be doing 
as well for Greshams was expected, though 
he is still tolerably sure of a dozen votes from 
the State. Secretary Wardwell of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Committee says Gresham is 
the choice of a larger number of delegates 


Massachusetts, like New York, will make an 
effort to unite her vote. It is said to be 
settied that Pennsylvania will give 
a complimentary vote for Mayor Fit- 
ler, 
pay a similar honor to Senator Ingalls, 
along with Kansas. Complimentary votes 
are now quite popular, and it is easy enough 
to see why. Behind a complimentary ballot 
a delegation can watch the beginning of the 
battie without taking part. It is not unlikely 
that still other favorit sons or recipients of 
complimentary votes will be brought out, 
and this disposition to mask and mummify is 
the strongest indication there is of the ex- 
traordinary character of the situation—a 
situation in which no man of information has 
a conviction as to what the outcome will be, 
or even the slightest idea of whose chances 
are the strongest on presént showing. 


In all these convention gatherings there is 
such a thing as the drift.” It is the move- 
ment of the air—the consensus of opinion 
among men who have, as a rule, precious 
little to base their opinions on. Yet this 
drift is an element in the making or unmak- 
ing of a candidate, The men wito know 
something are in ume more or less aftected 
by the men who don’t know anything. Votes 
are finally influenced by these intangibilities. 
Yesterday the drift was toward Alger. Alli- 
son did not gain anything, nor Gresham nor 
Harrison. The positive loser was Sherman. 
A feature of the situation which the Gresh- 
am and Harrison men have perceived 
is the danger that neither can be nominated 
because of a general fear that the taking of 
an Indiana man would leave serious soreness 
in the camp of the other. That this rivalry 
of Gresham and Harrison in Indiana is hurt- 
ing the prospects of both has become so ap- 
parent that yesterday a truce was declared. 
John C. New, Attorney-General Michener, 
and other representatives of Gen. Harrison 
met C. W. Fairbanks, ex-Senator Graham, 
and other friends ®f Gresham and proposed 
that hereafter the friends of one Indiana 
candidate should refrain from making 
declarations to the effect that the other could 
not carry the State if nominated. The 
Gresham men readily agreed to this and a 
mutual effort is to be made to preserve the 


peace. 


While Judge Gresham did not gain any- 
thing in the little preliminary skirmishing of 
yesterday, there 1s a good deal of talk about 
some phases of tne situation which may 
bring him rapidly to the front. It is every- 
where conceded that if a majority of the In- 
diana delegation should give him their sup- 
port.he would at once become the most prom- 
ising candidate in the field, with the nomina- 
tion almost in his grasp. No other candidate 
stands so close to a favorabie contingency of 
equal importance. Gen. Harrison’s friends 
say Indiana will stand by*him first, last, and 
all the time; but it is well understood by 
those familiar with the ins and outs of Indi- 
ana politics that the Hoosiers mean to try 
Harrison first, and if the country doesn’t want 
him they will present Gresham. | 
chat their golden opportunity is to be carly 
in the balloting the friends of Harrison are 
carefully organizing their forces with a view 
to getting as many votes as possible at the 
outset. Probably Harrison will get some of 
the trial votes which certain States are 
likely to throw. Another contingency on 
which the Gresham men build some hopes is 
the possibility of Massachusetts deciding to 
cast its whole vote for him. Gresham is con- 
fessedly in the lead in the Bay State delega- 
tion, though he has not as yet a majority.

| LOOKING AFTER DETAILS. 


THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE HAS A 
BUSINESS SESSION. 


Chicago Will Get 860 Oat of a Total of 
7,900 Seats—Each Delegate Will Have 
Four Ticketsa—A Temporary Roll Call- 
Talk About a Chaplain— They Think He 
Should Submit His Prayer for Approval 
—Other Business. 


The National Committee met yesterday 
morning for the purpose of receiving the re- 
port of the sub-committee having in charge 
the preliminary arrangements of the con- 
vention. The committeemen present were: 
Powell Clayton of Arkansas, F. F. Putney of 
Georgia, David T. Littler of Illinois, John C. 
New of Indiana, J. S. Clarkson af Iowa, 
Cyrus Leland of Kansas, Walter Evans of 
Kentucky, J: M. Haynes of Maine, James A. 
Gary of Maryland. John P. Sanborn of Mich- 
igan, Robert G. Evans of Minnesota, John R. 
Lynch of Mississippi, Robert T. Van Horn of 
Missouri, Garrett A. Hobart of New Jersey, 
A. L. Conger of Ohio, Horace A. Jenks of 
Rhode Island, W. P. Brownlow of Tennes- 
see, N. W. Cuney of Texas, George W. Hook- 
er of Vermont, Harry C. Payne of Wiscon- 
sin, Clark Churchill of Arizona, Robert E. 
Fisk of Montana, John R. McBride of Utah, 
Thomas 8. Miner of Washington Té@rritory, 
Joseph M. Carey of Wyoming Territory. 

The Hon. B. F. Jones of Pennsylvania, the 
Chairman of the committee, presided, with 
Gen. Alexander of Iowa as sergeant-at-arms; 
Samuel Fessenden of Connecticut, Secretary. 

r. J. S. Clarkson, Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee of Arrangements, explained in 
the plan for seating the delegates and 

the apportionment of tickets. This report 
provoked quite an extended debate. It ap- 
pears the sub-committee had increased from 
700 to 900 the quota of tickets to be given to 
Chicago. The increase, was made so as to 
give Mayor Roche a little leeway in provid- 


guished visitors as might properly be 
called the guests of the city. San- 
born of Michigan was in high dud- 
geon over the matter, and made a 
long speech cin which he scored the local 
committee and declared the city was en- 
titled to 700 tickets and no more. Hooker of 
Vermont, Lynch of Mississippi, New of In- 
diana, and Conger of Ohio made short 
speeches. Mr. Littler of Illinois concluded 
the debate by an effort in favorof delaying 
action upon the report until Monday night. 
The ticket question was finally settled by an 
allotment of 860 out of a total of 7,900 to Chi- 
cago. The report of the sub-committee was 
then concurred in. A little discussion was 
then had as to the number of tickets to be 
given to each delegate. It was finally decided 
to give each delegate four tickets of admis- 
sion to the convention. 

The committee next considered the matter 
ofthe preparation of aroil-cali for the tem- 
porary use of the convention. Contests were 
said to exist ih Virginia, Dakota, Washing- 
ton Territory, one Tennessee, district, and 
one in Massachusetts. This whole. matter 
was referred toa sub-committee, consisting 
of Conger of Ohio, Chairman; Hobart of New 
Jersey, Fessenden of Connectivut, Leland of 
Kansas, and Brownlow of Tennessee. The 
sub-committee was ordered to abstract the 
evidence in the contests, as laid before the 
committee, and report its findings to the 
entire organization tomorrow night. 

Mr. Littler made a suggestion that the hall 
might be thrown open tothe public when 
the convention was not in session, as a great 
many people who were deprived of tickets 
would be delighted to see the auditorium. 
The committee was at first inclined. to take 
favorable action on Mr. Littier’s suggestion, 
but after consultation the project was not 
feasible and might lead to endless difficulty 
and confusion. The people who came in 
during the recess of tne convention might 
refuse to vacate, and the committee declined 
to act on Mr. Littler's suggestion. 

The committee discussed the selection of a 
chaplain for the convention. This question 
developed quite a diversity of opinion. Some 
committeemen were in favor of a permanent 
chaplain, others desired a rotation in the be- 
stowal of the compliment, and others still in- 
sisted that the chaplain, whoever he be, 
should be compelled to prepare his prayers in 
advance and submit the manuscript to the 
National Committee for revision and ap- 
proval. Some committeeman made a prop- 
osition that no one of the name of Burchard 
be requested to act as chaplain. After con- 
siderable discussion the matter was dropped 
and the committee aajourned. 

The action of the sub-committee in prepar- 

int the roll of the convention in no wise in- 

terferes with the powers of the Committee 
on Credentiais. It does not estop contest- 
ants from appearing before the committee 
and making contests; nor does it give those 
whose names will appear in the report an in- 
defeasible title to their seats. 

The committee took no action respecting 
the selection of a Temporary Chairman 
of the convention. There was nevertheless 
considerable gossip about the matter float- 
ing around the hotels. There are a good 
many candidates for the Temporary and 
Permanent Chairmanships of the conven- 
tion. The offices are much sought after, and 
sometimes provoke quite a little battle. 
Everybody remembers the episode of the 
convention of 1884, when John R. Lynch was 
elected over Powell Clayton. At that par- 
ticular assemblage the West and the South 
won the honors in the person of Lynch of 
Mississippi and Henderson of Missouri. The 
East will this time want one of the Chair- 
manships and be quite content to allow the 
West to take the other. Warner Miller of 
New York would be pleased to be either 
Temporary or Permanent President of the 
convention. He expects the party nomina 
tion for the Governorship ot New York and 
has a pardonable pride in aspiring to the 
honor which will be asked of this convention 
by his fmends. The name of Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts is being used in connection 
with the Permanent Presidency. Ohio would 
be pleased if Maj. William McKinley be 
chosen as the Permanent Chairman. Two 
weeks ago in Washington the Major said 
he was not an aspirant for the honor, pre- 
ferring to remain with his delegation. He 
will probably serve on the Committee on 
Resolutions and have considerable to do with 
the traming of the platform. The delegation 
from Wisconsin thinks exceedingly well of 
Senator John C. Spooner. and will probably 
ask his selection as Temporary Chairman. 
The Senator will present the name of the 
Hon. Jerry Rusk tothe convention, but this 
pleasing task will in no wise interfere with 
his duties as Temporary Chairman, in case he 
be selected by the National Committee. 
Neither Indiana, Illinois, nor Iowa will offer 
candidates to the National Committee, 
but Nebraska has two, in the persons 
of John M. Thurston of Omaha and 
Patrick Egan of Lincoln. Mr. Thurston is 
one of the most prominent Republicans of 
the Western country. He has a pleasing ad- 
dress and is in every way qualified for the 
duties of the Temporary Presidency. He is a 
stanch and true Blaine man, and at the 
convention in Nebraska where he was se- 
lected’ as one of the delegates-at-large said 
he wished it might be Blaine would be nomi- 
nated by this convention. He isa lawyer by 
profession, and has recently entered the 
service.of the Union Pacific Road as its gen- 
eral counsel.

Up to this time the subject has 
not been broached to the Senator, It may 
be Spooner and Hoar, or Thurston and 
Miller, With a possib the com- 
mittee may conclude to recognize 
Oregon in the person of Mr. Mallory 
and set both Thurston and Spooner aside. 
Four years ago the National Committee rec- 
ommended Powell Clayton, but the delegates 
elected Jonn R. Lynch. The contest was one 
of the noteworthy events of the convention. 
Clayton was by the Chairman of the Nation- 
al Committee appointed as one of the com- 
mittee to escort Lynch to the chair. He took 
his defeat gracefully, and, without expres- 
sion of chagrin, marched &rm-in-arm with 
Lynch to the Speaker’s stand. Nothing in- 
dicative of a repetition of the Lynch-Clay- 
ton occurrence is apparent in this conven- 
tion. The recommendawons of the National 
Committee will probably be indorsed by the 
delegates, but it must be remembered a brisk | 
fight can sometimes be worked up in a few 
hours.

GAS TRUST PEOPLE WON'T TALK. 


Officers ef the Syndicate Refuse to Answer 
Questions in Court. 

The refusal of Sidney A. Kent and others 
before Master in Chancery Bass to answer 
certain questions in the Gas Trust case was 
formally brought to the attention of Judge 
Horton yesterday. The case was that of 
Nicholas C. Miller against the trust and 
Kent, Cummings, and other officers of the 
trust. Miller was the owner of a majority of 
the stock of the Lake Gas Company, which 
he sold to the Gas Trust syndicate for $356,- 
000. Afterwards he filed the present suit to 
} rescind the sale, alieging fraudulent repre- 

sentations. The syndicate offered to convey 
Miller’s stock back to him if he would return 
the money and certificates, but he declined 
the proffer unless the trust would agree to 
indemnify him for any shrinkage in the value 
of the stock. The trust would not do this. 
Mr. Kent declined to reveal his interest in 
the syndicate because it was bis private af- 
fair, and Mr. Judson and others declined to 
— books of the Lake or other compa- 
nies.

After all, the most visible fact here is the

The West is grow- 
ing strong, and yet is not altogether con- 
scious of its strength. I was told by the 
Railroad Commissioner during this week 
that only about 16 per cent of the 
business of the West came from east 
of the dividing line which runs 
from Suspension Brrige and Buffalo to 
Pittsburg and Bellaire.

He has been poor and hacked down 
lumber in the woods under his personal 
supervision, his wife cooking his breakfast 
and having it ready every morning at 6 
o’ciock. And so he emerged full-hearted 
from the forest to the city, and did not value 
his money too much, being rather fond of 
giving it away, and yet considerate enough 
not to want to see it wasted. So he gave 
some of it to want and some of it to art. 


These candidates in a domestic point of 
view are less like each other than in any 
other respect. Alger probably has the most 
interesting family of the whole set. Allison 
has no wife, Sherman no children, Depew 
only one child, and Harrison and Gresham 
are amidst little families of no particular 
public fame. * ed has a bright family; his 
wife is a lady of bright or brown complexion, 
of a ladylike form and ways, quiet, yet pub- 
lic spirited. He has three daughters, and 
they are aliinteresting and take an inter- 
est, and they have their father’s rich black 
eyes that are full of fun. To him they are 
particularly affectionate and the family sur- 
roundings are of an elevated character.

Fora faculty of expressing 
himself and for a lively generosity, almost 
boyish disposition, Depew is an anomaly 
among executive officers. He has’ a superior- 
looking wife, modest, and he and she are de- 
voted to each other. She has the magnan)m- 
ity to iet him go out about half the nights in 
the year to o these speeches at dinners, 
where she cannot attend, though he is absent 
from her nearly the whole day at his railroad 
office. He has only one child, a son, who is 
now at colle think.

Gen. Sheridan’s Friends Cheered by His 
Continued Improvement. 

Wasurineton, D. C., June 14.—[Special.}— 
Everybody in and around the Sheridan 
household looked more hoveful today than 
since the General was stricken down by 
his dread antagonist. Some of the attend- 
ants bave gone so fac as to say that they 
now look forward with confidence to a 
speedy convalescence, The physicians have 
not, however, mustered up sufficient confi- 
dence to make any such hazardous state- 
ments. Scarcely a bulletin is issued but 
states that Gen. Sheridan “has taken sufi- 
cient nourishment.” The facts are that the 
amount of food given the sick man is barely 
enough to keep soul and body together, but 
at the same time the doctors know that more 
cannot be given without endangering the 
patient’s existence. As a well-known expert 
said this evening: Any excess of nourish- 
ment over und above that necessary to kee 
the man alive will make new blood, and, wit 
his liver in the condition it is known to be in, 
any increase in the venous circulation would 
mean a totally incapable liver and a conse- 
quent speedy death.”’ 

Today has been an uneventful one so far 
as Gen. Sheridan is concerned, there hav 
beén no serious variations in his pulse, it 
ranging from 100 to 106, and no return of the 
annoying cough. Throughout the afternoon 
and evening there has been quite a stream of 
callers at the mansion and they were all ac- 
corded the same reply: The General is 
resting easily and the physicians say he is 
much better today than he was yesterday.”

THE THREATENED LOCUST PEST. 


The State Entomologist Gives His Views on 
the Subject. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., June 14.—[Special.]—The 
State Entomologist, Prof. S. A. Forbes of 
Champaign, in reply to numerous inquiries, 
states that the seventcen- year locusts now 
appearing in Northern Lilinois belong to one 
of the recognized broods whose occurrence 
in 1837, 1854, and in 1871 has been previously 
reported. At the time of its last appearance 
it was found by Dr. Le Baron, then State 
Entomologist, to cover the greater part of 
the northern half of the State, the south- 
ern boundary following the Sangamon 
River in Central Illinois, and running 
in a broad curve through the counties 
of Iroquois, Ford, Champaign, Piatt, Macon, 
Sangamon, Menard, Mason, Tazewell, Fulton, 
Knox, and Mercer.. An 9 detach- 
ment has aiso been reported from Sheiby 
County. The same breod extends into Iowa 
and Southern Wisconsin, and into North- 
western Indiana. ‘ 

This insect is peculiar to America, as it 
bears no kin to the locusts referred to in 
Scripture, or those now known in other 
countries. Its only work is to gouge or cut 
the limbs of trees for piaces in Which to de- 
positits eggs. In many cases it does much 
damage in this way, butin no other. Its ex- 
tensive appearance apout Wheaton, II., is 
what may occur at any other point-over the 
field above described. Experiments will be

THE “MACHINE” OUTWITTED, 


How sa Anti-Harrison Man Was Elected 
a to the Delegation. 

People who pretend to know the true in- 
wardness of the situation in Indiana say 
the claim of the Harrison men that the 
delegation is impregnably solid for Harrison 
is a misstatement of facts, and that one dele- 
gate, perhaps the most influential of the en- 
tire delegation, is unfettered in any way, 
and will take delight in showing that inde- 
pendence regardless of any pressure that can 
be brought to bear by the machine. The 
man in guestion is Col. Dick Thompson of 
Terre Haute, delegate-at-large. Col. Dick is 
one of the most popular men in the State; 
everybody concedes that without question. 
Nevertheless, he and the machine have not 
beenin harmony for some time, and it was 
arranged by the Harrison men that he should 
not be put upon the delegation. They did not 
dare, however, to slight him entirely, 
and he was made Chairman of the 
State convention with the secret understand- 
ing that this was ail he should get. When he 
took the chair it was noticed that his address 
was perfunctory and that there was mighty 
little Harrison in it. Ex-Gov. Porter was the 
first delegate-at-large to be elected by the 
convention, and the agreed program was 
about to be carried out when a delegate from 
‘*“wayback”’ unexpectedly got his work in 
and proposed Thompson’s name, and before 
the machine could prevent it he was elected. 
Thompson was not slow to “ catch on,” and it 
is a matter of gossip that on the way home 
when Jacob D. Early, a machine man and 
perhaps the most pronounced Harrison man 
in the Eighth District, attempted to congrat- 
ulate him he received astony stare for his 
pains. Col. Dick, 1t is said, has refused all 
overtures trom the machine from that day to 
this, and will not only vote to suit himself 
but go out of his way to vote differently from 
the machine. He will probably cast his first 
vote for Harrison as a matter of courtesy, 
but will in ali probability be the first man to 
leave him. He is at present thought to be 
for Sherman, but it is strongly intimated 
that the Gresham camp will get him in the 
end, and when he makes his break it is need- 
less to say taat he will have company, even 
among the machine men. 

Strange as it may seem, it is even hinted, 
and hinted strongly, that ex-Gov.

The machine naturally enough wants him to 
run again for Governor, and he was made 
Chairman of the delegation in the hope that 
the honor would have a mollifying influence 
upon him. Under these circumstances Por- 
ter will be faithful to Harrison as long as 
there is any use in standing by the colors. 
Once it is seen that Harrison cannot be nom- 
inated, Porter’s aliegiance is ended. Where 
he will go is not certain, but he-has strong 
Gresham affiliations, and it is more likely 
that ne should turn towards him than in any 
other direction. When Porter leads, by the 
way, he will not go alone.

PLANKS OF THE PLATFORM. 


A Report that They Have Been Prepared 
at Washington. é 

Wasurncron, D. C., June 14.—[Special.]— 
The Republican platform of 1888 has been 
practically written in Washington, and all 
that the Committee on Resolutions in Chi- 
cago will be required to do will be to dovetail 
the planks together and trim down the edges 
so as to make a workmanlike job of the 
whole. It is not yet known who will be the 
Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
but everything points to Representative Mc- 


Kinley of Ohio receiving that honor. 


The main features of the platform will be 
as follows: Senator Hoar of Massachusetts 
has prepared a plank. condemning in 
strong terms the President for not carrying 
out his civil-service promises as outlined in 
his letter accepting the nomination. Special 
prominence will be given to tne pension 
plank, which is the joint work of Senator In- 
galls and Representatives Grosvenor of Qhio 
and Henderson of lowa. In a recent speech 
before a Grand Army of the Republic post 
in this city Senator Ingalls declared that he 
had dedicated himself to services of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 
and for that reason the pension 
piank was given to him. Representatives 
Grosvenor and Henderson had also prepared 
planks and they submitted them to the Kan- 
sas Senator, who took out the best parts in 
both and used them in his. In a general 
way it may be said that the platform will 
deciare in favor of liberal pensions, that it 
will animadvert in the strongest terms on 
the President for hig veto of the Dependent 
Pensiou bill and vate pension bills, and 
that he will be called to account for his gen- 
era) usurpation of the veto power. 

The tariff plank is the joint work of Re 
sentatives McKinley, Reed of Maine, and Bur- 
rows of Michigan, the three leading mem- 
bers of the minority of the Ways and Means 
Committee.

SPECIAL RAILROAD RATES. 


The Lowest Fares Ever Made to a Conven- 
tion. | 
No occasion has ever caused the railroads 
to make such low fares at the Republican 
National Convention in this city. From 
nearly all points East and West round-trip 
tickets are being sold at less than one-half 
cent per mile, and in some instances at one- 
arter cent per mile. A day or two ago the 
urlington & Northern’s competitors, which 
looked with suspicion upon the success of 
the Burlington in securing much of the 
Northwestern business to\the convention, re- 
duced the round-trip rate between Chicago 
and St. Paui and Minneapolis to . The 
Burlington’ & Northern not liking this 
proceeding at once came to the 
jront, and made a rate of $4 from 
St. Paul and Minneapolis to Chicago and 
return, or Q each way. At this rate it is ex- 
pected nearly half the population of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis will come to Chicago during 
convention week. A correspondingly low 
rate is being made from all other Western. 
and Northwestern points. The roads from 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, and St. Louis also sell round-trip tick- 
ets to the convention at merely nominal rates. 
The feeling between some of the roads is 80 
bitter that it is probable that before the end 
of the week they will take people to Chicago 
free of charge. These low rates will, no 
doubt, have the effect of crowding we city 
—_ week as it has never been crowded be- 
ore. 


NEW YORK’S DISADVANTAGES. 


Claims that Her Barge and Lighterage Sys- 
tem Discriminates Against Her. 

New York, June 15.—[Special.]|—The In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission continued 
its hearing yesterday ofthe charges made 
against the railroads by the Produce Ex- 
change. There was absolutely no interest in 
the proceedings outside the official repre- 
sentatives of some of the roads involved in 
the charges. Some of the roads were not 
even represented. 

Pool-Commissioner Fink was the first wit 
ness of the day. He promised to furnish the 
commission with the rate schedules of Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Montreal for the last ten years. 

Mr. Jonn S. Wilson, Freight Manager o 
the Pennsylvania Road, was the next wit- 
ness. Mr. Wilson was on the stand all day, 
and no witness could have tried harder to 
make ciear his position or succeeded better. 
The Pennsylvania saved all lighterage 
expense by running its cars onto 
piers and loading vessels directly from 
the cars. That was cheaper than it 
could be done from the docks on the New 
York side of the river. The Pennsylvania 
Road loaded all its products in that way, ex- 
cept grain. One of the strongest points of 
the argument of the complainant was to the 
effect that the Pennsylvania owned a line of 
steamers. The witness said that this was not 
so. The road did not own any steamships at 
this time. The company had au arrangement at 
one time with the American Line, the Red 
Star Line, and the Inman Line. There was 
no arrangement now between those lines 
and the company. The company was charg- 
ing the steamers the same price at the dock 
as the New York buyer.

The witness who spoke for the 
Produce Exchange seemed to think that there 
were no other cities in the United States ex- 
cept New York. But there were other cities.“

the only city which claimed the God- 
given right to take provisions around the 
harbor in barges.| They did not have 
time to do that in Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, and no doubt in time New York would 
abandon the old-fashioned ‘cumbersome and 
expensive fashion. 

Mr. John D. Kernan then summed up for 
his side. The substance of his address was 
that the question was a matter of law 
under the Inter-State Commerce act as 
well as a matter of public policy to, 
cut off railroad transportation at the sea- 
board.

This sentiment was loudly cheered. Mr. 

New’s or Mr. Huston’s statements are not in 

keeping with it. Ex-Gov. Porter, another 
of the delegates-at-large, emphasised Gen. 

Thompson’s view when he said: The 4th-of 

next March will introduce others of our gal- 
lant Indianians to the ‘new occupant of the 
White House, and the new President will be 
an Indianian.”” That Gov. Porter thought of 
Judge Gresham as the second choice of Indi- 
anians then was made manifest further on 
in his speech, when he referred to him as 
“that man whom allof us here today honor 
in our hearts—that gallant soldier and dis, 
tinguished vivilian—Walter Q. Gresham.” 
The prolonged applause which greeted this 
allusion gives emphatic contradiction to the 
statements of Messrs. New and Huston that 

there is no sentiment in Indiana in favor of 
Judge Gresham. 

But will the Indiana delegation be led by 
the dictation of such men?! Assuming that 
Messrs. New ani Huston speak the senti- 
ments of the “sink or swim with Harrison”’ 
faction, what is the duty of the other dele- 
gates who desire that a son of Indiana shall 
be the nominee of the convention! How 
long do they propose to stay by “the Har- 
rison or hara-kiri“ desperadoes? If the 
convention shows that in its opinion Har- 
rison is not the most available man, is there 
any other proper or judicious course for the 
sensible Indiana delegates to pursue than to 
fall back on Judge Gresham as a second 
choice and consider it their bounden duty to 
do all in their power to secure his nomina- 
tion? Thatis surely the course which their 
constituents demand.

APPROACHING DELTH OF EMPEROR FRED- 
ERICK. 

Notwithstanding the reassuring symptoms 
which have prevailed for a fortnight in the 
ease of the Emperor of Germany it seems 
manifest that his end is not far off. The 
rigorous exclusion of news purveyors from 
the vicinage of Charlottenburg has led in- 
evitably to the circulation of conflicting 
statements about his condition. The most 
reiiable —— is deducible from the 
action of the Prince of Wales, whois in con- 
stant cipher communication with sir Morell 
Mackenzie. The order from the Prince in- 
definitly postponing the state“ procession 
to the Ascot races indicates definitively that 
the Emperer’s death may be a question of 
only hours, but at the best is one of days. 

The course of the Emperor's malady indi- 
cates either that medical science has made 
comparatively slight progress in the treat- 
ment of throat diseases or that the truth 
about the pature of the Emperor’s sickness 
has been successfully suppressed. The con- 
troversy about its cancerous character has 
never been adjusted. On the contrary, it 
existsin the most acute form between the 
two men accepted by the profession in Ger- 
many as experts. When Dr. Mackenzie as- 
sumed charge of the Emperor his first pro- 
ceeding was to submit to Prof. Virchow a 
sample of the supposed cancerous growth in 
the throat, which he procured by passing a 
forceps down and bringing a fragment up. 
Prof, Virchow declared that there was no 
evidence of the presence of cancer: on the 
contrary, that there was evidence there 
was nocancer. Subsequently, when Prof. Vir- 
chow was in Egypt, the same examination 
was made by Dr. Waldeyer, scarcely less 
distinguished as a microscopist. Dr. Wald- 
eyer affirmed that the matter from the throat 
was cancerous. 

Whatever tne truth isitis sureto come 
out after the Emperor’s death. That event 
has been postponed by the mechanical in- 
genuity of Dr. Mackenzie, who has provided 
the patient with artificial means of breath- 
ing and taking nourishment since the throat 
became too morbid to perform either func- 
tion for itself. The latest dispatches allege 
that the disease has invaded all the organs 
of respiration and deglutition so seriously 
that the Emperor cannot possibly live be- 
yond the brief period during which his de- 
clining strength may sustain him. It has 
ceased to be possible to increase his strength. 
The Emperor is described as patient and 
brave under his sufferings, while, in spite of 
their strain upon his vitality, he has been 
—— that Cee 288 — 
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and social status of the Empire. It was 
clear from the beginning that he desired to 


the destiny of the Empire. Inberiting the 
rigid mititary convictions of his father he 
had also grown to manhood in an age of pop- 
ular elevation. Governments have ceased in 
a large measure to go down to the people 
with only rods tor chastisement and laws for 
repression. The people have been moving 
up toward Governments, and every throne 
in Europe has felt their massive and mag- 
netic touch. Bismarck, unable to reverse 
his policy, and aiming only at the preserva- 
tion of the despotism which is represented 

ore in his own person than in the heirs of 
the sovereignty, has adhered to a course of 
individual domination which the old Em- 
peror rarely:obstructed, but which the Kai- 
ser now passing away was clearly resolved 
torelax. The Regency will mean Bismarck 
reinstated with more than Prime-Ministerial 
power. The Emperor that is to succeed the 
dying man will leave to the Chancellor the 
management of civil affairs, while he will 
devote himself to the discipline of an arma- 
ment whose magnitude will preserve the 
peace of Europe or throw the whole Conti- 
nent into convuisions. 


Judge Gresham and the Driven- Well Case. 
_We hear that friends of mval candidates are 
still manufacturing objections in some quarters 
to Judge Gresham because he decided, when 
District Judge of the United States in Indiana, 
that the driven-well patent of Green, as the case 
was then presented, was valid. ; * 
The District Judge of the United States in each 
district is one of the Judges of the Circuit Court, 
and that court has original jurisdiction under the 
laws of the United States. in litigation concern- 
ing patents. It is dificult to comprehend how 
any objection could arise to him growing out of 
his decision in that case When we consider the 
history of that litigation. 
Prior to the case coming before him the patent 
had been decided to be valid by Judge Benedict 


Dillon and Judge Nelson in the District of Min- 
nesota; atid after the decision of Judge Gresham 
it had also been decided to be valid by Mr. Jus- 
tice Blatchford in New York, then Circuit Judge; 
by Judge Nixon. District Judge of New Jersey; 
by Judge Wheeler, District Judge of Vermont; 
by Judge McCrary, Circuit Judge of the United 
States for the Kighth Circuit; and by Judge 
Shipman, District Judge of Connecticut, 

All these Judges concurred with Judge Gresh- 
am in sustaining the patent of Green to the 
driven-well on the evidence and facts before them. 
The particular case decided by Judge Gresham 
was taken to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and his decision was affirmed by a di- 
vided court. Afterwards the Supreme Court of 
the Uaited States had the question of the validity 
of the patent before it, and sustained itin the 
cas of Eames vs. Andrews, 122 U. S. Rep., 40. 
The case before the Supreme Court showed that 


by a majority of the court, three Judges dissent- 
ing. Thus there was a large concurrence of 
judicial opinion, taking all the courts before 
which the question had arisen, in favor of the 
validity of the patent. Why, then, is Judge 
Gresham singled out for criticism? 

In the case of Andrews vs. Hovey, 123 U.S. 
Rep., 267, from Iowa, a new defense and a new ques- 
tion were made which it seems had ‘not been dis- 
tinctly made in any of the prior cases, One of 
those questions was that the invention of Green 
had been used in public by others than Green 
more than two years before his application for a 
patent; and that fact was admitted, Then the 
question turned upon the construction to be giv- 
en to certain sections of the patent laws; and the 
Supreme Court held that under a true construc- 
tion of the law that fact of prior use rendered the 
patent of Green invalid. Judge Gresham would 

have decided the case just the same way if the 


new facts had been before him. 


Now, under this statement of the history of the 
case, it would seem difficult to understand how 
any fair-minded or sensible man could make an 
objection to Judge Gresham as a candidate for 
the highest office in the gift of the people because 
of the decision referred to. 

It was never denied, nor could it be, that if 
Green was the inventor of the driven-well, and. 
complied with the law, he was entitled to 6 
patent, for its general use proved Us value and 
utility. That was the testimony presented to 
all the United States courts in the early trials; 
but when the fact of two years’ prior use was 
pleaded and proved and admitted by Green the 
Supreme Court could do nothing else than throw 
out his patent and declare it invalid. It is only 
necessary for tne facts to be made known to 
shame all rivais who are using this futile objec- 
tion to prejudice the delegates to the convention 
and force them to drop it.

TO DETECT COUNTERFEIT COINS. 
— | 


An Ex-Treasury Employe Gives Some Valu- 

able Hints—Description of the Frauds. 

New York Mail: “ You would be surprised 
if I should give you some idea of the kinds 
of ‘queer’ coins circulating in this city,“ 
said Mr. William Dickerman, an ex-Treas- 
ury employé, but now publisher ot the United 
States Treasury Counterfeit Detector. 

„Most people, continued Mr. Dickerman, 
„do not pay the same attention to small coins 
that they pay to bank notes. If the bogus 


coin iooks all right it is taken without any 


examination. Then, again, spurious coins are 
made more easily than notes. Besides re- 
quiring a large amount of skill, it takes even 
a good engraver five or six months to finish 
the plates of a bank note. But molds of 
varrous kinds can be made within a week or 
two at little expense. Most of the counter- 
teit silver is made from molds. The most 
dangerous counterfeits are those struck from 
adie, out these are mostly among the bogus 
gold coins. 

„Iwill show you best samples of queer 
gold and silver coins. Now, strange to say, 
there is no first-rate counterfeit of the double 
eagle. There is a fair counterfeit of the 
eagle, bearing date 1855. It has a fine ap- 
pearance, but as you see here, when the gold 
plating is worn off, it leaves the white metal 
underneath e Of the 85 gold piece 
there are several dangerous counterfeits. 
The 1844 counterfeit was essayed and found 
to contain $4.47 worth of gold. Consequen 
it resisted acid test about as well 
as the genuine. Perhaps the mostdangerous 
counterfeit $5 gold piece is the one dated 
1881 and 1882. This counterfeit coin failed 
to pass the sh eyes of John H. Vassar of 
the Boston Sub-Treasury. It was sent to the 
United States Mint and there analyzed. Its 
assay value is $4.43. The ng and mill- 
ing are exceedingly well done. Most of the 
coin counterfeits are made in molds, but this 
one was, Without doubt, struck from a die 
prepared by what is known as the ‘drop’ 
process, , 

There are a great number of clever coun- 
terfeits of the quarter eagie, or $2.50 piece. 
The one bearing the 1852 date is the most 
dangerous. It contains only 27 cents’ worth 
of gold, and yet its size and weight are 
rect. The best acid tests have failed to re 
its bogus nature. The other counterfeits are 
mostiy compesed of brass or platinum, and 
then heavily gold-plated.” : 

What are some of the best counterfeits of 
silver money!“ 

Here, for example, is a trade dollar dated 
1877, having mint marks B. aud C. C. It is 
only three grains lighter than the genuine 
coin. Its composition is silver, mercury, and 
German silver. The best way to detect 
these counterfeits is by the ring. A good 
ear will distinguish the sound at once, 

„Then, again, there is the Bland or stand- 
ard dollar, first coined in 1878. A number of 
clever counterfeits of tnis com have come 
into my possession, which, although made in 
a mold. have a fine general appearance, They 
all come nearly up to full weight, averagi 
from 380 to 410 grains. They are com 
of antumony and lead, and are plated heavily 
with silver. The ring is almost the same as 
the genuine. 

„Listen to this keen, sharp ring,“ said Mr. 


Dickerman, as he threw down a silver half- 


| dollar. Doesn't that sound as if it contained 


glass! 

„Well, that isa counterfeit of 1876. This 
coin is nearly full weight and size. But the 
milling and reediug, and especially the let- 
tering of the word ‘hberty on the shield of 
the goddess, are somewhat defective. 

„Ot small coins there are more queer“ 
nickels than any other kind. All the coun- 
terfeiter has to do is to read the acts of 1886 
to find the composition of the alloy and then 
he can strike off coins of the same metal as 
the genuine nickels at a profit of 3% 
cents each. Those bearing date of 1875 are 
well calculated to deceive, although the let- 
tering in the words United States is imper- 
fect and the stars surrounding the figure 5 
are not well done. 

The devices used to make these small 
coins are often exceedingly ingenious. Last 
year the chief of the secret service captured 
a money-making machine that turned out 
nickels almost as fast as a nail machine turns 
out nails. It would seem as if every one en- 
gaged in the ‘queer’ business had a different 
way of fixing the stamps and making tne 
com a 

Is there any other way of making coins 
‘queer’ besides using dies or molds?” 

“Yes, there are several ways of ‘ doctor- 
ing’ coins. The most common process is 
‘plugging.’ This is done. by boring holes in 

e coin, extracting the gold, and then filling 
in the cavity with cheaper metal. Only the 
larger gold coins are used for this purpose. 
The holes are bored into the coin from the 
— or reeding and afterward covered with 
gold. The reeding is then retouched where 
it has been removed by a file or a machine 
made for this purpose. A coin that has been 
plugged is well caiculated to pass the sharp- 
est eye, as it has a perfect appearance, only 
the edge showing tne least sign of being 


‘queer.’ 
Another ores is called ‘sweating.’ 
This is done by removing a portion of the 


gold from the surface of the coin by an acid 
bath. The reduction in value of such coins 
is irom one-tenth to one-fifteenth. Of course 
the coin subjected to sucha process has a 
fair appearance, the weight only being short. 
There is still another process called fill- 
ing.’ This is often done by sawing the coin 
through the edge or reeding, removing the 
interior, and putting in cheaper metal. Fill- 
ing’ is done by sawing the coin partly in two 
from the edge or reeding, on one side, leav- 
ing a thin and thick portion.s The thin side 
of the coin is turned back and the gold taken 
out from the thicker side. The cavity is 
filled with a cheap substitute and the sides 
pressed back and brazed together. Thus the 
coin mad lose one-half of its value and still 
present a good appearance, Platinum is mostly 
used to replace the gold 2 both be- 
ing pf the same weight.

During the 
night the Emperor remained in a kind of 
stupor. The doctors gave him various stim- 
ulants and camphor injections, but the ef- 
fect was only temporary.

The Emperor sometimes opens his eyes and 
recognizes these around him.

A stimulating inhalation administered in 
the afternoon caused a copious expectoration 
and some mitigation of the symptoms. It is 
rumored that food was injected directly into 
the stomach, but the report is not confirmed. 

The Prince of Wales is expected to arrive 
Friday night or Saturday morning. 

After the inhalation the Emperor wanted 
to get up, but was not allowed to do so. Late 
last night he was less feverish, but only in 
consequence of extreme.debility.

Stanley Brown, formerly her father’s pri- 
vate secretary. At the same time Harry

Marron, Ind., June 14.—The growth of the 
Gresham sentiment in this part of the State 
in the last two months has been almost phe- 
nomenal.

DEATH IN THE STORMS. 


Walter Williams Killed While Under a Tree 
—Other Fatalities. 

Torxpo, O., June 14.—[Special.]—At Syl- 

vania last evening Walter Williams of Alle- 

gheny City while standing under a tree 

was struck by lighting and instantly killed. 

He leaves a wife and child at Allegheny City,

that all the rest they hewed to pieces, cut- 
ting off their heads, arms, and legs, tearing 
out their tongues, and supping up their brains 
with great ferocity.” . anny mentions, 
on the authority of H. H. Romilly, that“ the 
New Ireland cannibals of the present day 
are fond of a composition of sago, cocoanut, 
and human brains. In 1768, when the ships 
of Bougainville’s expedition were at Choi- 
seul Bay, they were attacked by 150 natives 


in ten canoes; two canoes were captured, and 


in one of them was found the jaw of a man 
half broiled.” ‘Capt. Redlich, master of the

He did the cooking and the 
housework, but she suppued him with money 
for a time, letting him have $40 out of $75 she 
had brought with her. 

Mrs. Foley was treated by “Dr. Geor 
Sweetiand, a magnetic healer, of No. 50 
Ogden avenue.” Before this treatment, wit- 
ness said, she was sane. 

Mrs. Foley requested the privilege of ad- 
dressing the jury on her own behalf, and 
was allowed to do so. She induiged in a long

she happened to visit Chicago to pursue her 
studies, as she beheved there were better fa- 
cilities here than anywhere else. She had

STOPPED A TOBACCO WAR. 


Liggett & Myers Punish sa Cincinnati 
House with Their Trade Contract. 

CINOINNATI, O., June 14—The case of B. 
G. Alf & Co. in the Superior Court, in which 
they asked $25,000 damages for boycotting 
from the Liggett & Myers Tobacco Company 
of St. Louis, terminated today. The case 
was an important one to the tobacco trade, 
as it involved the validity of the Liggett & 
Myers’ trade contract, under which ali their 
sales are made at card rates established 
from time totime by the company, rebates 
being made to customers if they strictiy 


maintain contract rates, otherwise being 


forfeited. Alf & Co. cut the established 
rates and the company refused to sell them 
any more of their goods until they reléiised 
allclaims for rebate. All the wholesale 
dealers in Cincinnati were notified of Alf & 
Co.’s failure to maintain prices and they 
also refused to sell, so that Alf & Co. were 
unable to procure any of Liggett & Myers’ 
goods. Charging that this amounted to boy- 
cotting and claiming that they were greatly 
inju in their business by being prevented 
from obtaining the tobacco, they brought 
this suit. 3 

The defendants made elaborate prepara- 
tions for trial and to maintain the validity 
of their contract. The case was to have been 
tried tomorrow, but today Alf & Co., at 
their own instance, abandoned their case at 
their own costs, signed a release of rebates, 
and agreed to abide hereafter by the terms 
of the Liggett & Myers Co. selling contract.

SOME STARTLING TESTIMONY INTRO- 
DUCED AGAINST DR. PECK. 


The lowa University Investigating Com- 
mittee Hears Witnesses in Support of 
the Charges Against the Head of the 
Medical Department—A Witness Testi- 
fies to Inhumac Brutality in the Treat- 
ment of Clinical Subjects—Dr. Peck De- 
nies All the Charges. a 

Iowa City, Ia, June 14 — [Special. Dr. 

Peck, Dean of the Medical School of the 

State University, and Dr. Hinrichs, who, 

with Peck, organized the school yeurs ago, 

today met, as the result of a long quarrel 
between them, a quarrel that ousted Hin- 
richs from the school and left Peck ahead. 

The University Investigating Committee 

heard their differences. Hinrichs for three 

years has been charging Peck with maltreat- 
ment of patients in the clinics of the uni- 
versity and the matter has become a State 
scandal. The high standing of both men 
has made the matter one of much impor- 
tance. Hinrichs is a chemist that has a repu- 
tation not only in this country but 
even in Europe. Peck is at the 
head of the University Medical School, and 
besides is well known as the surgeon-in-chief 


of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic Rail- 


road. When Hinrichs was.@ismissed his 
familiarity with the medical school enabled 
him to tell some startling stories. All of his 
charges have been embodiea in a pamphiet 
that he has already scattered over the State 
and that led to the Legislature appointing 
this committee to come here. This morning 
the committee decided to take up Hinrichs’ 
charges against Peck. The first charge that 
Hinrichs made was that a patient named 
Keeler, from Fremont County, Iowa, had 
come here suffering’ with a sore leg, and 
that he had been so maltreated that he 
had died in afew days. Peck was present 
today, 2 by counsel, but Hinrichs 
had no attorney. The first witness was a 
man named Fitzsimmons, who had been the 
university hospital carpenter for years. ‘The 
story this witness told was a startling one, 
and while it nas been known in Jowa City 
for a long time it has been kept quiet. The 
witness said that when the patient, who was 
a well-to-do druggist, came for treatment he 
said to Peck that he did not want be used 
as a subject for experiment, as he plenty 
of money. Peck examined him and said that 
he could cure him. In spite of the protests 
of his friend Fitzsimmons, who swore that 
he had seen things in his work in the hos- 
pital that led him to think that the patients 


were not properly treated, Keeler agreed to | 


have an operation performed. The witness 
says that the patient was not properly put 
under the influence of anesthetics, and that 
he cried and struggled while he was being 
cut, and that Peck had to call in the strong 
men oi the class to hold him. The witness 
also swore that the sponges used in treating 
this man were the same used in a case pre- 
viously treated where syphilis was the dis- 
ease. Witness said that after the man had 
the bones taken out of his leg there was 
nothing at hand to put the limb in, and that 
it was wrapped up in a plaster-of-paris cast 
and put back in an iron brace that the pa- 
tient had previously used, but, owing to the 
plaster, the brace was far too small. a 
The man was put in a bed much too small, 
and Peck then dressed the wound. Witness 
swore that Feck had objected to the size of 
the bed, and promised the patient-before the 
operation that he should have a longer one. 
No longer bed ever came, and this, too, was 
the last time Peck ever saw the patient. The 
patient was paying $10 a week for care and 
treatment. For two days no one aside from a 
medical student came near the patient. the 
patient was given the poorestiood. Finally 
it Was arranged so that the food was better, 
but the man grew worse. Dr. Hill, the as- 
sistant of Dr. Peck, came in occasionally, but 
enly looked over the case: Peck 
was in the city, but did not go 
near him. Two prominent Masons of 
this city who heard of Keeler’s condition 
went to see him and found that gangrene had 
set in. Then a call of locai doctors was 
made. The only doctor who would go was 
Dr. Shrader; but after that even Shrader 
would not go, intimating, as the witness 
swore, that it was Peck’s case and Peck did 
not want other doctors to interfere. The 
patient lingered along two or three days, and 
the Thursday after the Friday. he was oper- 
ated upon he died of gangrene. Witness 
sworethat the Sunday intervening, finding 
that the patient was suffering terribly from 
the plaster paris cast, he went to Dr. Hin 
and asked tnat the cast be taken off, and that 
the doctor took a common handsaw the Car- 
penter Fitzsimmons happened to have in the 
room and sawed the cast off. 
Fitzsimmons was cross-examined by Peck’s 
lawyers, but was unshaken in his testimony. 
Dr. Hinrichs next presented the case of a 
man who had come to the clinics to be treat- 
ed, and after he had been compeiled to = 
as 


Peck a note for $100 Peck turned him o 


incurabie. At this stage Dr. Peck inter- 
fered and said that the case in question was 
a private one, and that the patient was one 
ot his own and outside of the university. 
Prof. Hinrichs denied this. Dr. Peck said 
that he had come to we university once, and 
some months later had come to him privately 
for treatment. The patent had no money 
and Peck took his note for 8100. 
When he called later the case had 
gone so far that it was incur- 
able, and Peck so told the man. 
Soon after this the wife of the sick man came 
to the city and called upon Dr. Hinrichs, 
who took herto Dr. Schaeffer, the new Presi- 
dent, and she said to him that, as Peck 
done her husband no good, she wanted 
the $100 note returned. The Presi- 
dent said he thought that this was rea- 
sonable, and agreed to have the note re- 
turned. A little later the President, after 
thinking the matter over, thought as it was a 
private case ho would have nothing to do 
with it. : 

Presiaent Schaeffer was at this point 
called to the stand and gave testimony to 
corroborate the above. He also testified that 
through the aid of a priest the woman finally 
got the note back. The case will be con- 
tinued tomorrow.

MRS. STARR CLAIMS THAT HER AGENT 
} DEFRAUDED HER. 


Charges of Fraud in the Management of an 

' Estate—Samuel C. Harford Alleged to 

Have Manipuisted Matters in the Inter- 

\ ests of His Father and Uncle—How a Cir- 

cus Performer’s Husband Tried to Train 
Her. : 


Mrs. Jeannette d. Starr, widow of the late 
John F. Starr of Glencoe, makes charges of a 
serious nature against Samuel C. Hurford in a 
suit begun in the Circuit Court yesterday. The 
charges are that Hurford as the agent for her 
late husband's estate, and her confidential ad- 
viser, has defrauded her and her six children of 
over $100,000 worth of property. John F. Starr 
died in 1878, leaving a large amount of real estate 
in Glencoe and elsewhere in Cook County, which 
his wife says was worth upwards of $300,000. 
Having a large family to care for, Mrs. Starr 
could not give the property the attention it de- 
manded, and besides she was unfamiliar with 
the, details of business.
